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The Supreme Court of the United 
States has just rendered a decision 
sustaining the patent in the noted 
Maxwell iand grant case. The case 
came up from the Circuit Court of 
the District of Columbia, where a 
bill was brought to set aside a pat- 
ent granting to Charles Beabien and 
Guadaloupe Miranda a tract de- 
scribed in an extensive survey con- 
veying 1,714,764 acres in New Mex- 
ico and Colorado. The bill assailed 
the gravt mainly upon the. ground 
that the patent was secured upon 
false representa ions, The Court 
said: 

+ The great importance of this case as 


regards the immense quantity of land 
involved and its value, reluforced by 


the circumstance of the number of 


oases coming before the vourta in 
which, under the directions of the At- 
torney General, attempts are made to 
net aside the decrees of the courts, the 
patents issued by the Government, 
and in this case an Act of Congress, 
seems to call for some remarks as to 
the nature of the testimuny and other 
clroumatances which will juatify a 
court in granting soch relief, The 
Cases of this character which have 
come to the Supreme Court of the 
United States have been so few in 
“number that but little has been sak 
in regard to the general principles 
which should govern their decision, 
There are decisions enough to guide 
us in cases where a patent or other 
title, derived directly from the Govern- 
ment, has been questioned in @ collat- 
eral proceeding brought to enforce 
that ticle or to assert a defense under 
it; but the distinction between this 
class of cases, in which ali the pre- 
sumptions are in favor of the validity 
of the title, and in regard to whieh a 
wise policy had forbidden that they 
shou'd be thus attacked collaterally, 
and those like the present, in which 
an action is brought in a court of chan- 
cery to vacate, to set aside, or to annul 
the patent itself, or other evidence of 
title from the United States is very 
obvious. In either case, however, the 
deliberate action of the tribunals to 
which the law commits the determi- 
nation of all preliminary questions 
and the control of the processes by 
which this evidence of title is issved to 
- the grantee demand that toannalsuch 
an inst:ument and destroy the title 
claimed urder it, the facts on which 
this action is asked for must be clearly 
established by evidence entirely satis- 
factory to the court, and that the case 
itself must be within the class of causes 
for which such an instrament may be 
yoided.

SUSANVILLE, Cal., May 5. 


Editor Gazette:—While other 
portions of the State are having a 
‘* boom,” this section seems as yet 
to be decidediy exempt, -Ith ugh 
containing a3 many acres of climate 
as mos of the counties that are 
being boomed; and, furthermore, 
the elimate here is composed of 
such a miscellaneous variety that 
the most fastidious tenderfoot 
might choose a few acres of it, at 
least, that would suit his taste. 

After a season of uncommouly 
warm weather, that brought out 


the flowers in rich profasiow, on 
Friday, the 29th altimo, the 
weather changed suddenly, and a 
cold rain commenced, wich, at 
bight, changed to snow, and Sat- 
urday morning found our valley 
and hilis covered with about au 
inch of frozen snow that disap- 
peared during the day. Saturday 
night there Was a heavy frost, 
which, coumbiued with that of the 
bight befure, served to kill most 
of the plumb, pear, cherry, apricot, 
peach and mavy apples, which 
trees were iu full tioum at the 
time. Since theu the weather has 
become quite Warm, although 
heavy wiuds prevail, which are 
drying up the ground very fast. 
Tbe bay and graiv in the valley 
are looking spiendid and bids fair 
for a fine crop. 

Business here in town is not very 
lively as yet, but the merchants are 
laying in a beavy supply of gvods, 
preparatory to the arrival of the 
sheepmen from the lower counties, 
they yearly take possession of the 
many mouutain valleys aud come 
to Susanville for their suppiies dur- 
ing the Summer montbs. 

Tbe advance of the railroad into 
this valley in the near future is an 
eveut that is looked forward to with 
interest by all, as just what its in- 
fluence will be ou tne industries 
aud business of the couutry, and 
especially Susanville, is a giooted 
question. 

While there has been going ona 
great rush trom the Kast of people 
who have iuvested at fabulous 
priees in the arid plains of the 
southern portio.s of the State, 
there has seemiugly been no at- 
tempt made to call the aitention of 
these immigrants to the thousands 
of avres of Government laud that is 
uuclaimed in this county, and 
which ouvuly awaits the advent of 
persons with evterprise aod capital 
enough to sink artesian wells that 
would serve to grow as good bay, 
graiu and fruit, for the svil is rich 
and needs oniy water to make it 
highly productive.

A BIG SHOWING. 


An Estimate of the Ore in Sight in 
the Con. California and Virginia 
Mine. 

Considerable coutroversy 
beeu goiug on during the last few 
days over the sale of the California 
mill to Mr. W.s. Hobart by the 
Pacific Mill Comnany, and to get to 
the facts, a representative of the 
San Francisco Alta interviewed a 
prominent mining operator 
Thursday,and from him gained the 
fellowiug in relation to the Con. 
Californiaand Virginia mine: The 
period of depression which for the 
past few mouths has been a feature 
of the mining stuck market will, 
if all signs do not fil, soon disap- 
pear and ve followed by a period of 
great prosperity, the principal rea- 
son for this era being the improved 
condition of the Con. California and 
Virginia mine, which bas so far 
proved to be! be great builion pro- 
duver of the Comstock lode, Dur- 
ing tue last few weeks important 
discoveries have been made, the 
magnitude of which are oly par- 
tially known, but enough work has 
been done to demonstrate the ex- 
istence of a vast deposit or ore ly- 
ing west of the “Old Bo- 
nauza’’ in entirely virgin ground. 
fhe fire which has existea 
for so long a time in the old 
stopes is being successfully handled 
by the introdaction of carvonic acid 
gus; the parts of the mine where 
the fire existed bave been filled 
with this gas, and it is now only a 
question of a short time when the 
bulkheads will be opened and work 
resumed in this portion of the 
mine, It is estimated that this 
portion of the mine will yield 180,- 
00U tons of ore of a bullion value of 
$7,200,000. The last tbody of ore 
discovered during the latter part of 
last year is estimated to contain 
100,000 tons or ore, valued at $6,000,- 
00v, while the new ore body 
to the west will probably yield 
fully as much more, making 
the tetal estimate of ore in sight 
880,000 tons, of a value of about 
$200,000,000, The California, mill 
reputed to have been sold to Mr. W. 
S. Hobart by the Pacific Mill Com- 
pany, tarns out to ve still owred by 
the mill company, and is being re- 
paired as quickly as possible, to be 
used in crushing Con. Virginia ore, 
the crushing capacity of this mill 
being about 300 tons per day. ‘This 
increase of milling vapacity, to- 
gether with the improved con- 
dition of the mine outside of the 
fire district, and the fact that the 
fire is being successfully handled, 
gives hopes of quite a prosperous 
future, .

During the week ending yester- 
day there were fifed at the State 
Land Office, Carson, 24 applications 
for State land, embracing 3,118.84 
acres. The cash receipts were as
